This decision is in response to the petition filed on August 9, 2007 entitled "Petition 
under 37 C.F.R. 1 .181 to Request Withdrawal of Final Office Action." 



A non-final office action mailed on January 3, 2007 indicated that claims 37-43 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2005/0091089 to Bjerre. 

In the response to said non-final office action, the applicant submitted remarks and 
added new claims 44-52. However, said applicant did not amend previously presented 
claims 37-43. 



In the final office action of May 18, 2007, the Examiner rejected previously presented 
claims 37-43 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over U.S. Patent No. 6,151,588 
to Tozzoli et al. The Examiner noted that applicant's amendment necessitated the new 
grounds of rejection presented in the final office action.
